The energy and genius display- 
ed by M. Kerensky, the Russian 
war minister, in reorganizing the 
arnies:and planning and direct- 
ing the retiewed offensive wWhicn 
has shattered the hopes of the 
German intriguers, have raised 
the highest . expectations for this 
new figure in the revolution, 
His appearance, metvor-like out 
of the . obscurities which veil 
from the outside world the mov- 


ements of the forces» now. work- 
ing in, the New Russia, recall 
those other figures which emerg- 


ed from the smoke of the French 
revolution and gave direction and 
form to what had been mere 
madness and fury. 
Perhaps no period of 
has been preductive 
complishments 


history 
of such ac- 
compressed into 
such brief time as that of the 
French revolution. © Revolution 
takes short and sharp cuts to its 
goal, afd the men who direct 
them are carried along at a pace 
as swift. The Girondist party 
which contained most of the clo- 
quence and statesmanship of the 
revolution had the briefest exist- 


, ence. The name of its leaders 
were renowned throughout all 
Europe, yet most of those lead 


ers and the greatest of them were 
dead men before they were 30. 
Their public careers extended ov- 
er but a few months. The car- 
eers of Vergniaud, Bissot and 
Gensonne, the leaders of that 
party whose genius guided France 
through the phases of the revo- 
lution, covered a pericd that cor- 
responds exactly to a_ single 
term for an American Congress- 
man. In two years they have ris- 
en, guided a revolution while 
staying the rising waves of  an- 
archy, and died leaving Europe 
filled with their fame. ‘‘The 
young, the cloquent, the beauti- 
ful and brave!’ exclaims Riouffe, 
the historian of their party. 
Kerensky Lears resemblance 
the Girondists, 
than to Danton, 
were moderates. They were for 
the revolution, but a revolution 
that would save the monarchy. 
They voted for the king’s death, 
but not untill they saw he was 
lost. They seeped. the republic 
of all the virtues, as Carlyle 
says, not a republic of all the 
devils. Kerensky is not a mode- 
ate to the extent that hz: would 
preserve czardom in Russia, but 
he had something of the Girondist 
‘attitude toward the destructive 
side of revolution. In that he

Vergniaud rather than Danton. 
But in energy, in directness, in 
audacity, in scorn for  temporiz-
